Indians seeking 
alternatives 
for economy

“(5W Y IlHL, Ncv.^.il wa.s a scene ‘ 
out of the ofd West; a half-dozen rid- 
ers driving a small herd of horses 
through- stigehrusli and shoulder-high - 
grass into a small corral for branding. 

But these cowboys arc Indians, and 
this mini-roundup represents the mod- 
em way. of life for many members of 
the Sho.shone-Paiulc Tribes living on 
the Duck Valley Indian Reservation 
which straddles-lhe- - Idaho-Ncvadu- 
bordcr about 90 miles southwest of 
Twin Falls as the crow flies. 

"We’re not cowboys," insists James 
Puivn, chainnan of the tribal council 
and owner of the horses kicking up 
dust in the corral. "We ride better and 
we rope belter." 

Indeed the riders execute their ma- 
neuvers flawlessly, cutting colts from 
the hcr^ and lassoing their necks and 
legs before the brander arrives lo bum 
Paivji’s "V-Luzy 13" brand into the 
colts’ hide. 

Ranching and raising hay arc the 
primary occupations for the 1,200 Na- 
tive Americans living on the 289,819- 
acrc reservation set in an isolated val- 
ley below the Bruncau Desert. The 
residents are descended from two 
tribes: the Paiute, wlio once inhabited 
the Great Busin from California to 
Utah, and the Shoshone, who along 
with the Bannock iiominalcd the 
Snake River Plain before, the Euro- 
pean settlers arrived, 

Tlie rcsers'atioa town of Owyhee is 
100 miles south of Mountain Home, 
and 100 miles north of Elko. Nev. By 
road, Twin Falls is about 170 miles 
away. 

That i.soiation leads to mi.sconccp- 
lions about reservation life by non-In- 
dians. Paiva said. 

"They think we still live in 
teepees," he said. 

There are no teepees to be seen in 
Owyhee, only well-kept homes, most 
with trimmed lawns ami a few witli 
gardens. 

There ore no curio sliop.s, no trading 
posts selling beadwork or buckskin 
pants or leather inPcca.sins,-no-mu»c-_ 
urns or monuments for lourishs and no 
bars. 

A general store, a cafe, two church- 
es, u post offiee and u hospital arc the 
town's landmarks. The high school is

German unity barrier drop,?

MOSCOW — The Soviet Union on 
Monday dropped its objection to -a united 
Germany's membership in NATO, clearing 
one of the most difficult remaining hurdles 
lo German unification. 

President Mikhail S. Gorbachev and 
West German Chancdldf Helmut Kohl an- 
nounced' the agreement in a televised news 
conference friim Gorbachev's home region, 
Stavropol in southern Ru.ssia. The area was 
one of the deepest points of German pene- 
tration during World War II, 

The announcement capped several 
months of intense diplomatic maneuvering, 
during^vhich Gcrmany-faaekcd‘a-53-biliiyn~ 
-bank-loan-to-Moscow' and puslicd il.s“dlUcs“ 
for a comprehensive plan to bail out the 
crumbling Soviet economy.

The 
reservation’s pride, a $3-milIion, 15- 
bed hospital, is threatened by fund- 
ing squabbles with other Nevada 
tribes. There ore the usual struggles 
over water and fishing rights. 

Not surprisingly, many of the 
tribe’s brightest youngsters leave the 
reservation, where poverty is com- 
mon and opportunities arc scarce. 

“Those that can. leave,” said Dick 
Kingston, who Icfl Duck Valley 
more than 30 years ago and joined 
the military. He and his wife re- 
lumed in 1988 when she got a job of 
the hospital. • • — - • 

Aside from the Owyhee Commu- 
nity Health Facility, there arc few 
job.s available on the reservation. 
Even farmland is becoming scarce 
as the tribe has ^wn over the past 
several years. Paiva said. 

Like most reservations, Duck Vol- 
ley depends on the federal govern- 
ment for its very survival. Roughly 
S1.5 million annually is earmarked 
for the reservation through various 
programs administered by the Bu- 
reau of Indian Affairs. Paiva sujd.. 
Another SI million comes to the 
hospital from the Indian Health Ser- 
vicc.s.

Although Indian reservations arc 
self-governing, the BIA — an agen- 
cy of the federal Interior Department 
— is charged witli administration of 
the federal dollars spent on the 
reservations. 

“The Bureau of Indian Afiairs is 
the biggest bureaucratic mafia in this 
country,” Paiva said. For every dol- 
lar of monetary aid allocated by 
Congress, about 7 cents actually 
makes it to the reservation, Paiva 
said. 

If the individual tribes were al- 
lowed to allocate the money rather 
than having it wasted on useless 
studies, surveys and administrative 
costs, the reservation would do 
much better, he said. 

The- reservation's economic prob- 
lems arc not only the government's 
fault, howevdr, Paiva admitted. He 
blamed many of the problems on the 
tribal government thot he heads. 

"For ns large os it is, we have one 
of the poorest reservations," he said. 
“I blame that on the tribal council,” • 
which has done a poor job of man- 
aging tlic reservation's limited in- 
come and using the area’s natural re- 
sources to stimulate the local econo- 
my.

There arc no movie 
tlicnicrs, donee halls or recreation 
centers to provide young people en- 
tertainment. 

The tribe hopes a new SI million 
recreation complex currently being, 
built will alleviate port of that prob- . 
Icm. The center will provide basket- 
ball courts and other sports activi- 
ties.

White House admits

Business sales shot up a seasonal- 
ly adjusted 0.9 percent in May; ncar- - 
ly recovering from a 1 percent drop 
a month earlier. It was the strongest 
increase since February, when, sales 
rose 1 .4 percent. 

The report, which was in line with 
economists’ expectations, provided 
fresh evidence that the economy was 
not in danger of toppling immediate- 
ly into a recession. 

“There’s no excessive inventory 
building, so economic growth con 
continue just fine," said, economist 
John Silvia of Kemper Financial 
Services in Chicago. 

The combination of strong sales 
Olid a moderate increase in invento- 
ries produced a 1.48 ratio of inven- 
tories to sales, down slightly from 
1.49 in April.

Report says King, Douglas settle dispute, plan rematch

NEW YORK — Heavyweight boxing champion James 
‘.‘Bu.stcr” DougIa.s has reached a settlement with promoter 
Don King which will permit his first title defense since his 
knockout of Mike Tyson, The Columbus Dispatch reported 
Monday. ‘ 

The Dispatch, in a copyright story, said Douglos told 
them the settlement would also sever his tics with King. 

The reported settlement came as King's brcach-of-con- 
tracl suit against Douglas entered its third week in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court in Manhattan. Federal Judge Robert W. Sweet 
put off proceedings at the request of both sides this morn- 
ing; indicating they may be working on an agreement. 

A spokesman for King acknowledged they were aware of 
Douglas' comment, but said he didn’t know of a sctllcmcni.

His personal style was genteel - even 
courtly. That style was refiected in his ap- 
proach to civic affairs, where he was a 
quiet, effective promoter rather than a 
strident booster. 

Eaton cared deeply about the valley’s 
people, and not just in on abstract sense. 
He remembered personal details about his 
customers and their children. 

Eaton always kept his perspective local 
and stayed in close touch with the area’s 
economic needs. 

Hq.jicver lost si^t of the primacy' of 
agriculture to the local economy; in the 
lost decode, when other ag-bos^ bonks 
were waffling about their commitment to 
farmers, Eaton made sure the Bonk & 
Trust kept faith. 

His bonk held to conservative financial 
principles that Eaton learned from obser- 
vation 03 a youth during the Depression. 

The-bank-somotimcs-waa-criticizcd-for- 
being too conservative, but it was not by 


Here at home, Eaton has been involved 
with almost every significant community 
project in at least the past two decades. 
He.wns, for example, a key figure in Twin 
Falls’ downtown nmll development, a 
project that guarded the retail core’s con- 
tinued competitiveness. 

Few importrmt decisions have been 
made in Twin Falls without Curtis T. 
Eaton’s involvement. 

Imagining someone taking Eaton’s 
place in the community in the 1990s and . 
beyond is difficult We’ll have influential 
leaders, yes, but circumstances havc’ 
changed. 

Eaton come along at a time when a 
hometown banker could be a powerful 
force in the Mogic Valley. That time may 
be gone. • 

The Bank & Trust, absorbed lost year 
by First Security Corp. of Salt Lake City, 
no longer is the local economic 
stronghold it once was. 

Though still strong, it is merely one of 
several big institutions doing business 
here ^ut bf^d elsewhere.' 

In fact, no institution comparable to the 
old Bank & Trust exists here anymore. 
For that reason, there is less opportunity 
for on individual to combine a strong 
civic outlook with genuine economic

108 Mled as buildings collapse 


MANILA, Philippines (AP) — 
The strongest earthquake to hit the 
Philippines in 14 years jolted Manila 
and surrounding Luzon island Mon- 
' day, killing at least 108 people.. 

- — Hundreds were reported 'injured in 
collapsed buildings. 

Nearly 1,000 people were be- 
lieved trapped in four luxury hotels, 
factories and government offices in 
the mountain resort of Baguio, 
where scores . of. structures were 
heavily damaged. 

In Baguio, radio station DZWT 
said 23 more people were killed 
when the commerce building at tlic 
University of Baguio collapsed. Of- 
ficials in Manila could not confirm 
thcirq>ort because telephone lines 
were down. 

O.S. officials said those injured in 
Baguio, 110 miles north of Manila, 
were being transported to American 
military hospitals at nearby Camp 
John Iky and Clark Air Bose. 

Rescue cfTorts were hampered by 
poor communications and lack of 
equipment. 

Roads to Baguio were blocked by 
landslides and the airport was closed 
due to poor visibility and doma'gc to 
the runway, oiTicials said. 

The U.S. Geological Survey in

Testimony: Ceausescu opposed parents 


■ BUCHAREST. R6mania’(AP) — ' 
The former secret police chief testi- 
fied Monday that Nicu Ceausescu, 
accused of ordering the massacre of 
89 civilians during the revolution 
that toppled his father, often op- 
posed his parents’ policies. 

Gen. Col. lulion Vlad, who head- 
ed deposed-dictator Nicolac Ccaus- 
cscu’s Sccuritatc secret police, also 
said that during the revolution there 
were no special • security measures 
taken in Sibiu, the town where Nicu 
was party boss. 


The 40-ycar-old"ybungcst son of 
Ceausescu was arrested Dee. 22 
while he was driving into Bucharest 
from Sibiu. 155 miles northwest of 
the capital. 

.Vlad testified that there were 
"several occasions" during which 
Nicu was the only member of the 
state leadership to openly oppose his 
parents’ policies. “His opposition to 
their political policies intensified 
when he became first party secretory 
in Sibiu," he added. 

According to the indictment, Nicu 


ordered iroop^’tiT "shoot without 
warning” at protesters during the 
revolution that toppled his father. 
The indictment says 89 people were 
killed in Sibiu os the result of those 
orders. 

Nicu was party boss in the south- 
ern Transylvanian town, from 1987 
until his arrest. The trial is held at 
the Trade Union Culture Center in 
Sibiu. 

Vlad said “no special arms or am- 
munition" were sent lo Sibiu during 
the revolution. 


W. Germany will pay to get stolen artworks back 


BONN, West Germany (AP) — 
An East German church is getting 
help from West Germany to retrieve 
art treasures believed pilfered by an 
American soldier at the close of 
World War II, a West German offi- 
cial said Monday. 

East and West Germany also 
agreed to build an 'information 
database aimed at the return of other 
art works that vanished when the 
Third Reich fell. 

Chinese cities facing 
serious water crisis 

BEUINO (AP) — China needs 10 

million tons of additional water each 
day to meet the needs- of 300 major 
cities that are facing serious water 
shortages, the official Xinhua Nbws 
Agency reported Monday. 

Last year, China lost $2.6 billion 
worth of industrial output due to wa- 
ter shortages in 94 cities in five 
provinces, according to Wnng 
Guangtao, director of the Construc- 
tion Ministry's urban construction 
dqjartmcnt. 

China's per capita water supply is 
only one-fourth the world level be- 
cause of pollution, shortage of sup- 
ply facilities and long-term waste. 


Litigation to retrieve the so-called 
Qucdlinburg treasures from bank 
vaults in Texas is already under 
way. The Foreign Ministry said 
Monday liint West Germany would 
pay the legal costs. 

Bonn’s help in meeting Ujc ex- 
pense will be a major boost for the 
Lutheran Church of Qucdlinburg. 
which claims its treasures were 
stolen at the end of World War 11, 
said Xlaus Maurice, director of the 


West German Cultural' Foundation 
of the States. 

The Qucdlinburg treasures include 
two rare medieval manuscripts, a 
jeweled container for relies and sev- 
eral rock-crystal and ivory objects. 
They were allegedly removed from a 
mine shaft where they had been hid-" 
den in the final days oftlic war. 

Maurice said there was no doubt 
the art works in question were au- 
thentic.

eration. 

Amoureux said he and the previous ad- 
ministrator, Rocky Harshman, who attend- 
ed the meeting, would bo qualified to run 
the facility. 

"Tlic bottom line is professionalization. 
You’re not getting that now," Harshman 
said. 

While working out of the existing build- 
ing, counties should apply for the S1.05

Legal loophole may immunize MEL 
from some state environmental laws

TWIN FALLS - A legal loophole may 
give the Idaho National Engineering Labo- 
ratory immunity from some state environ- 
mental laws. " 

Officials with the slate’s INEL Oversight 
Rrogram will be in Twin Falls Tliursday 
evening to discuss the issue of sovereign 
immunity and how it relates to state moni- 
toring of health effects and enforcing envi- .

Tliough most federal environmental laws 
include a waiver of sovereign immunity, 
those laws may not cover the federal Ener- 
gy Department’s plans to dispose of'eon- 
laminatcd waste water in evaporation ponds 
at INEL. 

But it’s not up to the DOE to waive im- 
munity. 

"If Congress hasn’t specifically waived 
sovereign immunity, the department is sim- 
ply not subject to regulatory authority by 
the state," said Lee Caldwell of the Idaho 
attorney general’s office. 

At first, DOE was reluctant to follow a 
state law that requires state review of con- 
struction plans. TTiough the issue of immu- 
nity in this ease has not been settled, the 
department relented and presented the plans 


to the state air quality-bureau.. 

But the que.stion still remains: What hap- 
pens if the stale does not approve the 
plans? 

Federal officials have repeatedly said that 
they arc willing to comply with “all appli- 
cable" environmental luw.s. But which laws • 
apply and whether a specific activity at the 
site fits witliin the waiver is still not clear. 

The immunity' waiver included in the. 
federal Resource Conservation and Recov- 
ery Act, which governs cleanup at some 
sites including parts of INEL, has been 
questioned in iliq courts. The U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals is split on whether that 
waiver grants slates regulatory aulliority.

Moscow environineiital grbup 
wants independe^^ study

- TWIN FALLS James Dennis was n member of a 
U.S. Army demolition crew that dismantled n reactor 
at the Idaho National Engineering Laboratory after it 
blew up in January 1961. 

Dennis subsequently died of a rare blood cancer 
that his doctor at Lcttcrman Amy Medical Center 
believed was protubly caused by the exposure to ra- 
diation Dennis rccicivcd in that cleanup, according to 
a Moscow-based environmental group. . 

But no method exists to prove the actual cause of 

an inHt vidtial cancer- 

• 'The only way to study the effects of radiatioius to 
look at large numbers of people, especially people 
who arc known to have been exposed to radiation, ac- 
cording to the Environmental Defense Institute. 

- The cnvifonmcnlal group has petitioned the .U.S. 
Department of Health and Human Services and the 
Public Health Service’s Agency for Toxic Substances 
and Disease Registry to sponsor and coordinate a 
multi-agcncy-public task force to oversee studies of 
health effects of operations at INEL. 

And the group wonts it to be done independently of 
the U.S. Department of Energy, which operates 
INEL. 

"(A)ny arrangement that allows DOE. to retain 
some control over the scope, size and funding of 
health research on workers and communities risks a 
continuing conflict of interest between nuclear 
weapons production and health and safety goals,” the 
institute’s petition said. 

The federal government has built and operated 52 
nuclear reactors at INEL since the late 1 940s. 

The 14 still operating there make the INEL the 
world’s largest concentration of reactors. 

Based on INEL’s history of accidental and cxpcri-_ 


mental releases of radiation, the institute feels a thor- 
ough, independent health study is warranted, accord- 
ing to its executive director. Chuck Broscious of 
Moscow. . ■ . ,1 • 

"We really want to see a broad-based pollccuve 
oversight body," said Broscious a telephone iritcr- 
view. , f ■ 

The environmental group asks that a task force in- 
cluding public interest groups and indcpcndcrit ^ 
searchers be formed to oversee a full-scale epidemio- 
logical study of workers at INEL and others who may 
have been exposed by radiation releases there. 

TTie taskjo^^^ wo uld pro vide public.CTedibility.and_ 

overcome what Broscious called the historical lack of 
openness with Energy Department contractors, the 
lack of cooperation and lack of diBclosurcs. 

The petition asks the federal health department to 
conduct necessary studies to determine health effects 
on people exposed to radioactive or'hazardous-sub- 
stance releases. 

It suggests a study look for problems including 
misc;uTiagcs, low weight births, birth defects and 
childhood diseases. 

It also recommends the establishment of a disease 
registry that would track people who live near or 
work at INEL and move out of the area. 

The petition asks that records be released on cur- 
rent and past worker health at INEL,- as well as the 
site’s operating history documents, to complete a full 
scale epidemiological study as authorize by law. 

Recent revelations about releases at the Energy De- 
partment’s Hanford Nuclear Reservation iti Washing- 
ton have focused attention on challenges to radiation, 
exposure standards, Broscious said. 

"But Hanford is not the only site that has prob- 
lems,” he said.

Fires continue to rage in West, Pacific Northwest

■ Dry, erratic winds and high tern-,^^ 
'peraturcs fueled a brush and grass 
fire in northern California's rural 
Santa Clara County that jumped fire 
lines and doubled in size to more 
than 2,000 acres by Monday. 

Fires also burned in Yellowstone 
National Park, Idaho and Oregon 
and Washington, but none posed im- 
mediate threats to life or property. 

California fire officials said they 
expected to have full containment of 
the blaze northeast of Mount Hamil- 
ton, by late Tuesday. The mountain 
is 15 miles southeast of San Jose. 

“Right now wc’vc got a low-pres- 
sure sysrem causing erratic winds 


and fire bcliavior on all areas of (he 
fire line, so that’s going to be anoth- 
er problem for us,” said state 
fbrcstiy spokesman Chris Morgan. 

Temperatures were in the mid-90s 
with 10-12. mph winds, and cfTort.s 
to contain the blaze were further 
hampered by rugged terrain and dry 
.brush, he said. 

The blaze was 65 percent con- 
tained on Monday, but Morgan said 
gusty winds pushed the flames over 
the fire line. "It doubled fairly 
quickly,” he said. 

The cause of the fire, which began 
shortly aficr 5 p.m. Saturday, still 
wa.s under investigation. 

Only one building, an uninhabited 
log cabin, was burned. Altliough 


there arc ranches in the area, no 
homes were in danger. Outbuildings 
were threatened if the blaze contin- 
ued to spread, Morgan said. 

Firefighters also controlled a 650- 
acre brii.sh fire near Santa Clarita in 
northern Los Angeles County Mon- 
day. 

No one was seriously injured and 
no structures were burned by ' the 
blaze that erupted Satu.rday after- 
noon at a campground, said U.S.

, NEW YORK ~ The Dow industrials 
dosed up 19 points at a record 2999 Monday, 
but volume shrank to moderate levels after 
the heavy trading of Thursday and Friday,

Traders said the sharply lower volume in- 
dicated that domestic institutions are taking 
more of a Wait-and-see attitude about the 
Federal Reserve’s move on Friday to ratchet 
down interest rates.

Boise Cascade 2nd quarter profits plunge 


BOISE '(AP) — Falling prices 
compounded by other problems sent 
profits plunging in the second quar- 
ter for the Boise Cascade Corp,, but 
officials believed a major segment of 
their industry had bottomed out. 

The Boisc-based wood product 
manufacturer imported Monday that 
earnings in the April-Junc period to- 
taled just S23 million. les.s than a 
third of the S75.3 million posted for 
the same quarter a year ago despite 
sales holding at S 1.1 billion for boUi 
periods. , 

That left profits for Uie first half of 
1990 at S56.6 million, down from 
S153.5 million a year earlier. Sales 
this year at S2.1 billion were down 


only fractionally from the first half 
of 1989. 

Per-share earnings were 50 cents 
for the second quarter and $ 1 .23 for 
the first six months. That compared 
to second-quarter earnings of SI. 62 
in 1989 to bring the six-month total 
to S3.3Q a share, — ; 

Chairman John Fery said lower 
prices for products in the company’s 
paper, ofTice and building segments 
were largely responsible for the 
earnings decline. 

. Boise Cascade did reap a gain 
from finalizing the sale of its Spe- 
ciality Paperboard Division during 
the quarter, but it was largely offset 
by the cost of signing bonuses in 


connection with labor settlements at 
paper mills in Minnesota and Alaba- 
ma. 

Fery also .said the 59 percent drop 
in operating income from the paper 
segment, which accounts 'for over 
half'of Boise Cascadfc’s sales, was 
caused by operating ' problems at 
pulp and -paper mills in Maine. 
Washington. Alabama and Louisiana 
that occurred during routine mainte- 
nance or capital improvements. 

. Higher delivered log costs coupled 
with weaker, prices for ponderosa 
pind, which accounts for over half 
the company’s lumber production, 
contributed to the 43 percent decline 
in operating income from the build- 


ing products segment, Fery said. 

Axid slowing soles ^ONVth .in the 
office products area along with low- 
er-thon-onticipated margins forced 
operating income from that segment 
10 retreat slightly from last year’s 
record level, he said. 

"Prospects for our building prod- 
ucts business ore uncertain as a re- 
sult of weaker housing starts and 
high Northwest wood costs,” Fery 
said. "And we have planned major 
capital-related downtime at our pa- 
per mills ..in International i'alls. 
Minn., and Rumford. Moinc. How- 
ever, we believe we arc at or near 
the cyclical trough for newsprint and 
uncoated papers." 
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Small-business optimism hits low mark for June 
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NEW,,, YORK — Small-business op timism r 
about the immediate future faded in June to the 
lowest level for tliat month in at least four 
years.. 

In rqiorting .survey results of more than 700 L 
detailed responses from small businesses, v 
economist William Ounkelberg said declinc.s it 
were noted in all but two of 10 components ofa 
so-called optimism index. s; 

The index, produced for the National Fcdcra- ti 
tion of Independent Busincs.s, declined to iS b 
reading of 100.1, six-tenths of a point below its r 
year-ago reading and more than two points be- 
low June readings in 1986, 1987 and 1988. c 
The report confinps the weakness observed v 
in other business surveys, but it found little evi- c 
• dcncc among federation members that a credit 
squeeze was responsible. a 

However, Dunkclbcrg, dean of Temple Uni- tl 
versity's school of business in Philadelphia, tl 
said only 35 percent of reporting companies v 
said they were regular borrowers, a near record 
low for the survey, which was begun in 1974. • r

volume, the climate for expansion, job open- 
ings, and hiring'ond spending plans. 

The study found declines in plans for capital 
spending, hiring and investment in larger inven- 
tories. The labor market weakened slightly, but 
boA the pace of price increases and plans to 
raise prices declined. 

The June optimism reading was also the low- 
est of 1990, although slightly lower readings 
were measured last October, November and De- 
cember. 

While the optimism index measures’ results 
and attitudes of mostly small businesses — al- 
thouglt "small” can mean companies with more 
Ilian SlOO million in sales — some economy 
watchers feel it is a responsive grass-roots tool. 

Dunkclbcrg notes,' for example, that the busi- 
ness community represented by the survey em- 
ploys about one-half the private non-farm work 
force and produces about 50 percent of the na- 
tion’s gross private sector product. 


Using 1978 as its base of 100, the index 
plunged to a quarterly low ot just 8171 in the 
second quarter of 1980. but rebounded even 
more sharply to 9S.I in the third. quarter of that 
year, foretelling the rise from rccc.ssion. 

By 1983. the index was regularly over 100, 
rcoching an all-time high of 108.7 in the first 
quarter of 1984. Since the second quarter of 
1 984 it has wavered between 99.5 and 1 02.7. 

While the survey found rio evidence of a 
credit crunch, it found suggestions of lighter 
lending practices, causing Dunkclbcrg to com- 
ment that while “there is more selectivity, this 
should be expected ot the peak of a business cy- 
cle.” 

He observed thot projects that may have 
looked good to lenders at the beginning of llie 
expansion might not appear to have the stimc 
promise late in the expansion, especially in real 
estate development. 

"Thus, with the some standards, projects that 
were accepted earlier will now be turned 
down,” he said.

“They bit! and made slam on 
board 23." said the West player of a 
four-man team. 

"Wc did also." replied a team- 
mate. “1 suppose you also got off to 
the helpful club lead?" 

“No, I led a heart. But he made it 
anyway." 

Sec if you can do as well as that 
declarer. 

Against thc club icadrSouth had 

an easy time. He discarded a heart 
from dummy, while gctting^a free 
club finesse, and cashed the spade 
ace to get the bad news. Not wishing 
to count on West holding at least 
three clubs. South cashed dummy’s 
two high diamonds and ruffed a dia- 
mond. Then he finessed In’trumps, 
cashed the king and conceded a 
trump, claiming 12 tricks (five 
trumps, three clubs, two diamonds 
and a ruff, and the heart ace). 

How did South succeed against a 
heart lead? It was more difficult, so 
it did take a little longer. 

South won his heart ace, cashed 
two high -clubs, discarding hearts 
from dummy, and ruffed a club. A 
spade back to his ace broke the bad 
news, and South ruffed another 
club. West discarding a diamond. 
Thr^c rounds of diamonds followed, 
wltfi South ruffing, and South ruffed 
his last club, reducing dummy to the 
K-J of spades and one heart. Dum- 
my exited with the last heart, and 
West was forced to ruff his part- 
ner’s trick, Worse yet. he had to lead 
a trump from Q-6. giving declarer 
the proven finesse (or the last two 
tricks.

Nearly cvciything, from oak 
roll-top desks to the dirt floor 
blacksmith shop, is the way it was 
during the.

■ da Northern provided, rcgulaijcr-: . 
vicclh the Ely, Nevada oroar"~ 

“V^cn you go into the museum 
it looks like on a Friday afternoon 
everybody just got up and went 
home for the weekend and never 
returned,” said museum dircctsr 
Lorraine Ulibarri. “Which is just 
about how it happened ' when the 
railroad shut down.” 

Ulibarri said the oak desks, fil- 
ing cabinets and even the blac^ 
ceramic telephones in the depot 
building are original equipment 
installed when the railroad was 
built in 1906 by the Nevada Con- 
solidated Copper Company, which 
later became part of the Kcnnccott 
Copper Company.-Shc said ‘.the. 
railroad, which ceased .operating 
in 1983, never replaced or re- 
moved anything. 

“We’ve been told the Nevada 
Northern Railway is probably the 
best preserved shortlinc railroad in 
•tlic U.S.,” Ulibani said. “!l’.s 
amazing what’s still llicrc. They 
have complete rccoriLs of tlie cost 
of every piece of rail that was ever 
purchased.” 

And best of all. Ulibarri said, 
visitors can ride on the Nevada 
Northern Railway. An hour and a 
half trip on the old steam engine 
"40 travels from the East Ely de- 



rarc 1907 steam-powered rouuy 
snow plow, a massive steam-pow- 
ered oaoc, nl» built in-1907,-and- 
a handsi^ steam ten-wheel 
Baldwin locomotive, old Number 
40, built in 1910. 

Other buildings house many of 
the 60 pieces of rolling st^k 
owned by the museum, including 
early 20th ccoUriy ore ears, flat : 
cars, rabnngM and a 1917 coach 
car tii3t-was-convcrlcd..inti>-ol 
'-rolltng bunk house for workers. j 
’ A gifl'shopi the Rnri Pliiccv'br-' 
fers a selection of railroad memo- 
rabilia, books and other items. 

The Nevada Northern was built 
in 1905-06 by the Nevada Consol- 
idate Copper Company to haul 
copper ore from mines at Copper 
Flat, located west of Ely, to a 
smelter in McGill, about 9 miles 
Perth of Ely. 

After processing, the copper 
was transported from McGill to 
the Sopthem Pacific Railroad lines 
at Cobre, about 1 30 miles nortli. 


By 1908, a passenger service 
was ofTcred on the line. Eventual- 
ly, more ihonfourmillionpassco-— 
gers would travel on the Nevada 
Northern Railway. A spwiol daily 
school train carried M^ill young;- 
sters to Ely until 1941. 

In 1915, Kcnnccott Copper 
Company began acquiring the 
stock of the Nevada Consolidated 
Copper Company, Mmplcting thc__ 
•transactrori in 1932. Th'c'riinroad 
-conlinucd-.dpcratiDns ;ufllil- ’1983L‘- 
when Kcnnccott dccidciLto shut 
down the copper- mines, the 
smelter arid the railroad, which 
were no longer finnricially practi- 
cal. 

By 1985, Kcnnccott donated to 
the city of Ely the East Ely Depot, 
tlie adjacent buildings, several 
miles of track and the railroad 
rolling stock.

Road trips can sometimes be very bumpy

Q, How do corrugated, or 
“washboard," ro“l3 develop when 
smooth, round tires travel over 
fleshly smoothed gravel roads? 

A. The regular paitcm of little 
hills and valleys that make up the, 
“washboard" are caused by the 
bouncing of cars or trucks on their 
suspension systems us they travel 
the road. Even a freshly smoothed 
road i.sn’t perfectly smooth, and 
all it lakes is one bump to gel the 
process going, 

When a car or tnick iniveling 
down a gravel road hits a bump. 


the vehicle’s su.spension system 
absorbs the shock, selling up u 
slight oscillation, or bouncing, be- 
tween the body of the vehicle .and 
its wheels. 

After hitting a bump and bounc- ' 
ing up, the body of the car comes 
down, increasing the pressure the 
wheels put on that patch of road. 
As it bounces up again, it puls less 
pressure on the following patch. 
Where the pressure from the 
wheels is greater, the road will be 
compressed more than in the sur- 
rounding areas. Even a finely 
grtidcd road has some bumps, said 
Fred HejI.- an engineer -at ^he 
Tr.mspon.aiion Rescarcli Hoard. 


And one bump is ’cnbugH to get 
the vehicles bouncing. Their 
bouncing then compresses the 
road surface in a periodic way that 
causes more hills and valleys to 
form. Those bumps cause vehicles 
to bounce for a longer time, ex- 
tending the washboard effect far- 
ther down the road. 

The suspension systems of dif- 
ferent types of cars and trucks 
have dilTercnt natural frequencies 
of oscillation, he said. The spac- 
ing of the washboard bumps on a 
particular road will be governed 
by the natural oscillation frequen- 
cy of the types of vehicles that 
travel it nio.si often.

Use a ruler and fabric mariccr to 
draw a casing guideline on the 
wrong side. On the right side, in 
the casing, mark the location of 
two vertical buttonholes, ' each 
spaced one inch from the center. 
Place a patch of interfacing on the 
wrong side, under each button- 
hole, to stabilize the stretchy knit 


fabric. Sew the buttonholes. 

Use scam binding or Scams 
Great for the casing. Though we 
stitched a three-eighth inch casing 
and used one-fourth inch clastic, a 
wider clastic might also be used. 
Working on the wrong side, and ^ 
beginning just next to a button- 
hole, place one edge of the cosing 

against the guideline. 

Stitch around the entire shirt, 
to/jstitching through the- casing 
and the shirt, ending the -casing 
just short of the second button- 
hole. Repeat for the remaining 
edge of the casing. 

DRAWSTRING Create a 
strclchy drawstring by combining 
clastic with decorative cord. Tlic 
cord portion might be standard 
white roping, decorative braid, 
ribbon, or even fantiy shoe strings. 
Whatever cord you choose, bc^' 
aware that once cut, most cords- 
quickly unfurl. 

After cutting a cord end. imme- 
diately knot it. For a child’s size 
seven, we used an eighteen-inch 
length of clastic and stitched a 
twelve-inch, length of cord to ei- 
ther end.

Vegetation nibbled 
and destroyed by any number of 
insects can be another sign, as can 
be the presence of unsightly 
weeds.

There arc herbicides that can oc 
applied at the same time that you 
plant your lawn because they will 
not harm either new gross seed or

For example. Spcclracidc Lawn 
Weed Killer can be used when a 
lawn is planted, killing more than 
30 varieties of weeds in the pro- 
cess. 


There are two optimum times of 
the year to exercise weed control: 
When weeds start to grow actively 
in the spring and at the end of the 
^wing season when they try tp 
get a foothold while lying dor- 
mant during the winter. 

Broadlcaf weeds — the most 
common type, such as dandelion, 
plaintain, chickwccd, clover, wild 
onion and poison ivy - can best be 
controlled when they arc growing 
vigorously because they are most 
vulnerable at that time.

Insects arc another common ir- 
ritant for amateur landscapers.

mcrly lived in peace, as well as 
rug-soiling, chewing, all-night 
barking and other misbehavior. 

, Animals should always be crat- 
ed when they arc carried in a car, 
and during a move the crate can 
serve double duty. 

In the new. house it can be the' 
pet's temporary living quarters. 
The crate will be familiar territory 
to which the animal can retreat for 
comfort if it becomes confused by 
the fuss and disruption of moving 
in. 

A pet’s feeding and water dish- 
es, cnou^l of its regular food for 


three or four days, favorite sleep- 
ing pads or blo^ets. leashes and 
toys should be put in the boxes 
marked “unpack immediately.” • - 
The everyday smell of such ob- 
jects will comfort it 

It is important that a pet wear 
rabies and license tags, as well as 
one with the owner’s new ilddrcss 
and phone number, just in cose it 
wanders away. 

Although dogs and cats should ' 
never should be permitted to run 
loose, it is especially important to 
keep a close watch on animals for 
several months after a move. 
There is always the chance that a 
dog or cot will try to return to its 
former home and get lost in the 
process.

The dispute stems from the 
state’s more than SI billion bud- 
get deficit' and a system undtr 
which Massachusetts pays rent to 
counties for space in local court- 
houses for state courts and of- 
fices. 

“Our position is that we’ve paid 


out all the money, that’s been ap- 
propriat«l to the.counlies and we 
certainly can’t pay out more than 

the sta te has,” ^Rcrton s aid. „ 

Bcrkshircs County Commis- 
sioner Peter F. Meruud said the 
state plans to pay $305,000, about 
SI 00.000 less than the amount the 
county believes is due.

They terrorize strollers in 
porks, pillage garbage cons and 
vandalize everything from bicycle 
tires to television antermas. TTicy 
flap brazenly among the cherry 
trees that surround the Japanese 
Self-Defense Forces’ headquar- 
ters. this country’s Pentagon. 

“It’s just too Alfred Hitchcock 
for words,” said Bonnie Masayu- 
ki, an Australian living here 
whose 5-ycar-old daughter’s East- 
er bonnet was snatched from her 
head in Amsigawo Park by one of 
the avian ruffians. -The 1963 
Hitchcock horror classic “The 
Birds” depicted a California town 
imperiled by winged marauders. 
“Now she absolutely refuses to go 
to the park bccau.se the 'caw- 
caws’ might get her,” said 
Masayuki.
